Much joy for the small taxpayer 
was contained in the announcement 
of A ssessor John 
S. Clark this 
week when the Cook county asses­ 
sor startled the county with the 
statem ent that he would drop ap­ 
proxim ately 600,000 small personal 
property tax payers from the tax 
rolls for the 1936 assessm ent. The 
persons to be dropped are those 
whose valuation 
is not over $400 
full cash value or about $148.00 or 
less assessed valuation. 
On these small amounts there is 
alw ays a great deal of trouble in 
making the assessm ent and also 
the collection. In this $400 full val­ 
uation class for the 1935 collection 
only $145,677 was paid by Chicago 
tax payers of this group or a per­ 
centage of only 4.5%. 
In the country towns 
$105,151 
was paid for a percentage of 16.5%. 
It is estim ated that 94% of the peo­ 
ple in this group fail to pay their 
personal property tax. 
A ssessor Clark says that he ex ­ 
pected to make up the loss in as­ 
sessed valuation of these 600,000 
persons by addition of assessm ents 
from other sources. In explaining! 
his action in dropping 600,000 per­ 
sons from the personal property 
tax list assessor Clark said, “The 
reason why 94 per cent of those as­ 
sessed in this group fail to pay 
taxes,” Clark asserted, “is because 
they come under the most mixed up, 
troublesome, unjust, and unpopular 
part of the personal property as­ 
sessm ent procedure. 
“The treasurer subm its all tile 
unpaid item s to the state’s attor­ 
ney for collection purposes. If suits 
wero started in all cases it would 
require the entire judiciary to hear 
them. 
“Then, since the statutes prevent 
uttachm nit o f household furniture 
up to $400 in value, judgm ents in 
these cases would be useless if ob­ 
tained.”

state that there are two prevail­ 
ing attitudes which society ot our 
present 
day takes 
towards the 
criminal. 
One is the attitude of 
hostility and has a very long his­ 
tory. The other is the attitude of 
inquiry and boasts a rather recent 
origin. 
The attitude of open hos­ 
tility will not help the criminal, 
for if society hates the criminal, 
the criminal will hate society. Pun­ 
ishment as 
retribution, reform a­ 
tion, deterrent, and as effecting so­ 
cial solidarity, were in their pres­ 
ent forms largely 
discredited by 
the speaker with ample facte to 
hack up his assertions. 
Rev. Kalwitz also bemoaned the 
fact that the constitutional basis 
for the treatm ent of criminals up 
to our present day is entirely pun­ 
itive, and believed it would be bet­ 
ter 
to 
have 
the 
Constitution 
“changed” 
than 
an 
“unchanged 
criminal.” 
The evils of the pres­ 
ent prison systems were then par­ 
aded for open investigation with 
special attention drawn to its det­ 
rimental effects both socially, phy­ 
sically, morally, and spiritually — 
and of all four, spiritual degrada­ 
tion was regarded by far the great­ 
er of the evils. 
The speaker ex­ 
pressed hope that with the increas­ 
ing changes in the environmental 
conditions of the prisons and the 
increased educational and recrea­ 
tional 
facilities the 
penal laws 
would also change. 
The high degree of recidivism, or 
relapse into criminal practices a ft­ 
er prison release was cited to be 
largely due to habit formation and 
“psychological 
conditioning,” an­ 
nihilation of all real contact with 
law-abiding 
society, and 
the in­ 
creased 
difficulty of 
finding em­ 
ployment and being 
properly re­ 
ceived by so-called “decent socie­ 
ty.” The speaker also called their 
attention to the tact that not all 
persons, although eligible for par­ 
ole, should be paroled- 
Rather he 
believed, using here the analogy of 
a sanitarium or hospital, that un­ 
til the criminal is “cured” of crime 
and made appreciative of the bet­ 
ter standards of 
living— at least 
until all efforts have been expend­ 
ed in this 
direction, should the 
criminal be released. 
He advocated individual treat­ 
ment for the criminal sim ilar to 
that in the medical world, and cited 
the fact that the development of 
preventive justice is a dire neces­ 
sity of our day. 
Great hope was 
expressed 
in the 
phvchiatric ap­ 
proach and treatment of the crim ­ 
inal, especially the “first offender” 
who are still quite far from be­ 
ing “re-made” to fit the criminal 
world . Grave doubt was expressed 
as to the success and wisdom 
increased budgets for Child Guid­ 
ance Clinics, supervised recreation, 
boy’s clubs, etc., as long as our so­ 
cial organization is one of aggres­ 
sion, conflict, and thoughtless dis­ 
regard for the social and spiritual 
welfare of others. 
Adult educa­ 
tion (cf. I.ake Geneva Conference) 
and scientific governmental legis­ 
lated! were two m ajor factors, the 
speaker 
believed, in curbing 
the 
crime problem of this nation.
